Mectings of Branches and Divisions 


EpinspurGu BRANCH: SouTH-EASTERN CouNTIES DIVISION 
The annual dinner of the South-Eastern Counties Division 
was held in the Buccleuch Arms Hotel, St. Boswells, on 
November 26th, 1930, when Dr. F. O. Taytor, chairman of 
the Division, presided. Captain Arthur McDougal, chairman 
of the Public Health Committee of the County Council of 
Berwick, was the guest of the evening. The toast of ‘‘ The 
Division ’’ was proposed by Captain McDouGat and acknow- 
ledged by Dr. Taytor. Contributions to the evening’s enter- 
tainment were made by the chairman, Dr. Taylor, Dr. Muir, 
Dr. McCracken, and others. Reference was also made by Dr. 
FreminG to the unfortunate accident to Dr. Young; it was 
agreed to send a letter expressing sympathy and the hope of 
the Division for his speedy recovery. 


Fire BRANCH 
The first clinical meeting of the session of the Fife Branch 
was held in the Matermty Home, Kirkcaldy, on November 
6th, 1930, when Dr. Munir, president of the Branch, was in 
the chair, and there was a good attendance. The meeting was 
addressed by Professor A. J. CLarx of Edinburgh on endocrine 
therapy. 

Professor Clark dealt with the present limits of the know- 
ledge regarding substitution therapy. He said that after a 
disease had been shown to be caused by the removal of, or 
injury to, an endocrine organ, there were many difficulties still 
to be surmounted before successful endocrine therapy could be 
attained, for it was necessary to discover how to prepare 
stable preparations containing the active principle in adequate 


—= = = 
quantities, and also to define the correct dosage and met 
of administration. The thyroid had many exceptional re 
tages as regards endocrine therapy, for the gland contain 
a large amount of active principle; moreover, this ‘ 
remarkably stable. The other glands presented much te 
difficulties. In general, little advance in endocrine thera 
could be made until some means of standardizing the prepara, 
tion to be investigated was discovered, because it was diffu 
if not impossible, to control two variables—the drug as well 
as the patient. The sex hormones promised to be of 
clinical importance in the future, but there were sti] Rreat 
difficulties to be surmounted. There appeared to be at 
four distinct hormones controlling the sex processes jn the 
female—namely, two ovarian factors and two factors produced 
by the anterior pituitary gland. The system of endocrine 
control of the female sex organs was obviously very com 

At present the hormones were in process of identification and 
methods had been discovered for isolating some of them in a 
stable condition. The present-day knowledge regarding 4 
was, however, very incomplete, and very little was know, 
regarding the possible clinical uses of these substances, Un. 
fortunately, commercial optimism often outran scientific fact 
and discredit was brought on valuable discoveries if these 
were exploited before adequate knowledge had been acquired 
for their successful clinical application. Such a fate would be 
particularly regrettable in the case of such substances as the 


sex hormones, which promised to be remedies of great future’ 


clinical importance. 

A discussion followed, and various interesting points with 
regard to the reliability or otherwise of certain much-vaunted 
endocrines was subjected to critical dissection, the general 
opinion being that the clinical use of such substances, except 
in the case of thyroid extract, was often purely experimental 
and of doubtful value. On the motion of the CHatrman, g 
cordial vote of thanks was accorded to Professor Clark for his 
most interesting address. 

Dr. McIntosh, who had permitted the use of the home for 
clinical meetings during the past four years, also received 
a vote of thanks from the Branch. 


METROPOLITAN COUNTIES BRANCH: LEWiIsHam Drvision 
A clinical meeting of the Lewisham Division was held at 
St. John’s Hospital, Lewisham, on November 25th, 1990, 
when the chairman of the Division, Dr. F. Hupson Evays, 
presided. 

Dr. Joun Gippens, who showed cardiac cases, said that 
the diagnosis of this condition was important in congenital 
cases, since some children wouid die early, while others 
would live to old age. A girl, aged 5 years, was shown with 
a functional systolic murmur at the apex. Dr. Gibbens con- 
sidered that acquired cardiac disease in children was rheum- 
atic in 95 per cent., the remainder being due to acute infec 
tion; the lesions became less as the child grew up. In adults 
there were three causes—namely, rheumatism, syphilis, and 
chronic cardio-vascular degeneration. To estimate whether 
heart disease was active the pulse and temperature should be 
taken night and morning; the acute rheumatic pulse was 
fast night and day, and the temperature rose at night. Acute 
rheumatism was due first to poverty, and secondly to damp- 
ness. Congenital hearts with cyanosis were due to a pateat 
foramen ovale, ventricular septum, or ductus arteriosus. 
Films of a case of dextrocardia, with complete transposition 
of the viscera, were shown. 


NortTH oF ENGLAND BRANCH: BLyTH DivIsIon 
A scientific meeting of the Blyth Division was held on 
November 21st, 1930, when eleven members and five guests 
were present. Dr. F. J. Natrrass discussed the interpreta- 
tion of some common nervous symptoms.

A meeting of the Darlington Division was held at the Green 
bank Hospital, Darlington, on November 20th, 1930, when Dr. 
Rosser was in the chair and there was a very good attend 
ance.

‘‘ Observations on the death rate from appendicitis.” The 
address was illustrated by lantern slides, which reinforced the 
author’s plea that acute accidents to the appendix should 
be divided into cases of inflammation and cases of obstruction. 
He gave many points on the diagnosis and treatment of each 
group, and at the conclusion of the lecture was accorded ai 
enthusiastic vote of thanks.

While typhoid fever was less common 
nowadays, it occurred sufficiently often to necessitate an 
qutlook being kept. Dr. Belam described its differential 
diagnosis from food poisoning, tuberculous meningitis, pneu- 
monia, and appendicitis, and reported a case in a child aged
